BASE-BALL. 


THE NEW PARK FORMALLY 
OPENED YESTERDAY 


By a Game Between the St. Louis 
Browns and the Los Angeles 
Club—Score, 5 to 0—Opening 
Address by Ex-Mayor Workman, 


For a couple of months past two or three 
prominent capitalists have had a gang of 
laborers and carpenters at work on the 
base-ball grounds, on the east banks of the 
Los Angeles River, between the main part 
of the city and Boyle Heights. The en- 
trances to the grounds are on First street, 
along which cable cars pass every five min- 
utes. The grounds are less than 10 minutes’ 
ride from the heart of the clty and are 80 
located that no one can comp ain of them as 
an undesirable feature in the neighborh 
They are surrounded by a high board fence 
and are perfectly level. The site was evi- 
dently selected by some one who knows 
what is needed for base-ball. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the heaviest rain of 
the season had hardly ceased falling and 
mud holds high carnival all over the coun- 
the — were comparatively dry. 
he soil is of sandy loam and as soon as 
it has been tramped a littie more, the hard- 
est rains will not preventa game a couple 
of hours after the last shower has 
fallen. ‘The grand-stand is well arranged 
and will comfortably accommodate between 
7000 and 10,000 people. Everything about 
the place shows that the projectors have 
made up their minds to make the national 
game a success in this city, and there is no 
doubt but that they will be successful, for 
this is the first time in her rowed that Los 
Angeles has had a base-ball field fit to enter. 
ie clubs selocted to open the grounds 
were the famous St. Louis Browns and the 
Los Angeles Ciub. The Browns have a na- 
tional reputation. Several of their mem- 
bers draw salaries of from $400 to 3500 
month. They have takenahand in some 
of the biggest games ever played. The lit- 
tle Los Angeles nine are “no slouches,”’ to 
use a vulgar expression. They have done 
some g work since they were organized, 
and several of their members have had flat- 
tering offers from eastern clubs, but the 
boys prefer to stay at home and work for 
their own city. They now have a chance 
to do something, and it is to be hoped that 
their friends will not be disappointed in 


m. 

Yesterday at 2 p.m. was the time set for 
the opening of the grounds, and about 1600 
people gathered in the grand stand, anxious 
to witness the first game between the St. 
Louis Browns and the Los Angeles club. 
The Browns arriyed from the East at 1 
o’clock yesterday Se but they showed 
up promptly at the grounds in their band- 
some Suits.

A BAD FATE. 


Death of a Young Girl from Chloro- 
form. 

Thursday night between 11 and 12 o’clock 

Lucy Weiler, the 16-year-o!d daughter of 
Richard Weiler, a teacher of languages, re- 
siding at No. 7144 Temple street, took an 
ounce and a haif of chloroform, with sul- 
¢idal intent, dying a few minutes past 12 
o’clock ay morning. The young 
girl had been despondent for some months, 
and has frequentiy said that she was tired 
of life and wanted to die, but her parents 
did not pay much attention until last 
Pers hy, when she attempted suicide by 
taking laudanum while staying with the 
family of her brother-in-law in Pasadena. 
She was discovered in time, however, and 
by prompt measures her life was saved, but 
she did not give up the idea of suicide, 
frequently talking about it.

of the family, and found employ- 
ment in a millinery store, This also seemed 
to weigh on her mind, and made her more 
low-spirited and despondent than ever, and 
she deliberately commenced making prepar- 
ations for ending her life. Thinking that 
if she attempted to buy a quantity of 
poison at any one drug store it might cause 
suspicion, she purchased it at different 
places, getting three half-ounce vials of 
chloroform, one atC. Laux’s store, on South 
Main street, one at Germain’s. on Spring 
street, and one at Juenger’s, on North 
Main street. Having provided herself with 
the drug, she went to her home, and all 
during Thursday evening appeared to be in 
much better spirits than usual. 

About 9:30 o’clock she bade her parents 
good-night and retired to her room, which 
she occupied with her younger sister, aged 
13 years. Whattranspiredin the room is 
not known, as the first intimation that Mr. 
Weiler had that anything was wrong 
was about 11:30  o’clock, when 
he was awakened by his younger 
daughter, who told him that something 
was the matter with her sister. She said 
that she had been awakened by her heavy 
breathing, and had tried to awaken her, 
but could not do so. Mr. Weiler hurriedly 
dressed himself, and, followed by his wife, 
weht to the room, where Lucy was found in 
an unconscious condition. Searching in 
her dress pocket the chloroform vials were 
found, ailof them bsing empty, and the 
drug having evidently been taken from the 
bottles, as there was noglass found in the 
room. Mr. Weiler immediately went for 
Dr. de Cailhol, who resides in the neighbor- 
hood, and every effort was made to-restore 
consciousness, but without avail, and she 
died ina few minutes after the return of 
her father with the doctor. ‘ 

The Coroner was not notified of the death 
until yesterday morning about 11 o’clock, 
when the body was removed tothe under- 
taking rooms of Orr & Sutch, on Spring 
street, where the inquest was held at : 
o'clock, and the jury, after hearing the 
testimony of Mr. Weiler and Dr. de Cailhol, 
returned a verdict of death from an over- 
dose of chloroform taken with intent to 
commit suicide. 

The deceased was a beautiful girl, of 
more than ordinary strength of character, 
and was a general favorite among her 
friends and associates. She was born in 
Paris, France, and was very highly eda-

The Question at Issue Being the 
Manner of Signing Contracts for 
Pablic School Buildings—A Mes- 


sage Presented and Withdrawn. 


The City Council held an adjourned ses- 
sion yesterday morning, which was. en- 
livened by a spirited controversy between 
Mayor Hazard and City Attorney McFar- 
land, both being somewhat heated. 

Mayor Hazard was seated by the side of 
Councilman Wirsching, when President 
Frankenfield called the body to order, and 
the ball was opened by the reading of the 
foliowing message from the Mayor: 

To the Honorable Ctty” Council: The 
draft of the contracts regarding the erec- 
tion of public school buildings is defective 
in that it directs the Mayor to affix the cor- 
porate name of the city of Los Angeles 
thereto, when the charter directs the Mayor 
to affix his signature in behalf of the city 
instead of the corporate name. If the con- 
tracts were executed as therein nyo? 
don’t believe they would be valid, and the 
city could not limit its liability to the 
amount designated in the contracts under 
the mechanics’ lien law, because of 
want of acontract as required. It might 
result that the city would be compelled to 
pay much more than the contract price to 
save the buildings from the foreclosure of 
mechanics’ liens, and as the amount ex- 
ceeds $100,000 the utmost caution should be 
exercised.

themselves. Nor was this all that was 
charged. It was stated that no in- 
formation could be obtained about Los 
Angeles and Southern California; that 
it was impossible to even get an 
answer to a civil question on the train 
coming down, and that they were 
warned to be on their guard against 
the people of Los Angeles, who would 
try to make them believe that their 
city was a great place, when it was 
not. 
The Sacramento Bee of Wednesday 
republishes this interview, together 
with a statement from Messrs. Han- 
cock and Johnson, in which they say 
that the assertions therein are abso- 
lutely false, and then proceed to state 
that while the visiting Grangers spent 
but nine days in all the other Congres- 
sional districts of the State, five days 
were spent in the Sixth District, of 
which Los Angeles is the center.

MORE ABOUT GRADES, 


The City Engineer is, without doubt, 
just now, the most responsible oflicer 
in the city. It rests with him to make 
or mar the city as no other official can. 
If ever a city was cursed with incom- 
pe or unreliable engineering work 
in the past, Los Angeles is that city. 
Her grades are a crying disgrace to 
those who established them. They are 
sometimes absurd in the extreme, and 
how they became established will never 
cease to be a mystery. ‘lhe Engineer 
in charge at the time is primarily re- 
sponsible, forhe was presumed to be 
the skillful officer. It is clear that if 
he was directed by the City Council, 
or other authority, to fix an improper 
grade for a street, he should have re- 
fused his assent and declined to act. 
He could have taken the ground that}! 
he was elected to benefit and not to in- 
flict a curse upon the city. He could 
easily have protected himself and the 
public at the same time, had he been 
so disposed. But the work that is visi- 


ble on some of the streets is 
proof patent that the Engineer 
of the past was not always 


80 disposed. There are quite too many 
illustrations of.the incompetency, or 
weakness, in that officer, manifest by 
piling up earth on the highest hills 
and digging it out of the valleys in 
making a street.

A DISMAL DAY. 


NEW YORK CITY ENVELOPED 
IN DENSE FOG. 
Several Minor Accidents—A Panic 
on the Brooklyn Bridge—Travel 
on Land and Water Much 


Interrupted.

NEw Y , Dec. 20.—[By the Associated 
Press.| WNéw York was enveloped in one 


of the most disagreeable fogs today that the 
city has seen in inany years. It was a veri- 
table Scotch mist, cold, clammy and sug- 
gestive of pneumonia. During the day the 
city has been in twilight haziness, and to- 
night the entire absence of electric lights, 
combined with the denseness of the fog, 
makes the main thoroughfares a disagree- 
able spectacle, while the side streets are 
almost as dark as pitch. The impediments 
offered to travel are greater than have ever 
been observed before, the elevated trains 
running far behind time, while the ed- 
trance to the Brooklyn bridge has been in a 
state of blockade ali day. 

ltis onthe North and East rivers, how- 
ever, that the mest difficulty is experienced, 
and people going from. this city to Jersey, 
Brooklyn, etc.. are kept back hours behind 
their usual time. ‘The Brooklyn-bridge 
trains were at times badly mixed up, and 
passengers got one or two frights today in 
conseguence. Fortunately ‘no accidents of 
a serious nature were reported, and beyond 
a collision between two ferry boats in the 
North River this afternoon, which caused 
great fright to the passengers, no more dam- 
age was done than detriment to travel. 
Late tonight the fog is lifting. 

LATER.—While travel was at its height 
on the erred bridge tonight, a broken 
coupling caused a collision near the Brook- 
lyn terminus, The conductor of the collid- 
ing train received severe injuries. ‘The 
passengers became panic stricken, and sev- 
eral ladies fainted.

The new company will be known as the 
Union Pacific, Denver and Gulf Railroad, 
and will be 1435 miles long and have a capi- 
tal stock of $25,000 per mile and a mortgage 
bond indebtedness of not exceeding $25,000 
per mile. Such new bonds as may be issued 
will bear interest at 5 percent. Holders of 
the Denver, Texas and Fort Worth stock 
will receive share for share of the consoli- 
dated stock, and holders of Denver, Texas 
and Fort Worth system bond will receive 
bond for bond of the consolidated company 
in exchange for the present mortgage bonds. 
The amount of stock per mile outstanding, 
when the consolidation is executed, will be 
$23,494, and the amount of mortgage bonds 
$29,911 per mile. The new company’s lines 
will be partof the Union Pacific system 
and the Union Pacific will hold control of
